Build it, and they should come. 

That is the thinking among those 
behind the bid to make Halifax one of the 
host cities for the 2015 FIFA Women’s 
World Cup. 

Halifax is the only city without a prop¬ 
er outdoor stadium among the seven cur¬ 
rently vying for a hosting spot. 

But that fact doesn’t lessen Grant Mac¬ 
Donald’s optimism. 

“Halifax is well on its way down the 
path towards becoming a host city,” 
declared MacDonald, director of major 
events for Events Nova Scotia. 

The comments Thursday came hours 
after the Canadian Soccer Association offi¬ 
cially won the right to host the event, the 
largest in all of women’s sport. 

“We feel the process that HRM is lead¬ 
ing is an appropriate process,” MacDonald 
said regarding the viability for an outdoor 
stadium in Halifax. “It will allow for the 
proper level of input from all stakeholder 
groups and from all segments of the com¬ 
munity.” 


Host-city competition

Mayor Peter Kelly also sounds hopeful. 

“We’ve already commenced Phase 1 of 
our stadium review. Once that is complete 
by the end of June, we’ll then go into 
Phase 2 (site selection, funding), and then 
hopefully onto Phase 3 (building),” he 
said. 

Canadian Soccer Association 
spokesperson Richard Scott said Thursday 
at least six cities will host games in the 24- 
country tournament. He said that figure 
could increase but that “there is no magic 
number.” 

Moncton is also aiming to host. 

“I think the best possible outcome is 
for both Moncton and Halifax to be host 
cities in 2015,” MacDonald said. 

“Who knows what opportunities may 
come down the road in the future for us 
to look at shared opportunities if we both 
have the suitable infrastructure?”

Snow eats through clearing budget ^ 


The Halifax Regional Mu¬ 
nicipality's snow-and-ice 
removal efforts have once 
again exceeded budgeted 
expectations. 

The winter works budget 
was set at $14.8 million for 
2010-11. To date, the mu¬ 
nicipality has spent over 
S14 million on clearing 
snow and ice, with an addi¬ 
tional $1.64 million in bills 
still outstanding. The re¬ 
sulting deficit is S808.500 as 
of Thursday. Municipality 
spokeswoman Shaune 
MacKinlay explained there 


are enough funds in the 
snow-and-ice reserve — a 
slush fund paid into each 
year — in order to make up 
the deficit. 

MacKinlay said weather, 
being obviously hard to pre¬ 
dict, is intrinsically difficult 
to budget for. 

By mid-March last year, 
winter works had spent 
$18.2 million — $3.1 mil¬ 
lion more than budgeted — 
despite unusually warm 
weather and few major 
snow events.

“When we responded to 
that threat, we found a man 
who had been stabbed and 
he was pronounced de¬ 
ceased at the scene," said 
Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter.

Funding freeze squeezes health agency

Keeping funding at last 
year’s level will cost the 
Capital District Health Au¬ 
thority over $11 million. 

The province an¬ 
nounced on Thursday No¬ 
va Scotia’s nine DHAs will 
be asked to “manage” 
with the same amount of 
funding they received last 
year — about $1.6 billion. 

While not a budget cut 
in the strictest sense, in¬ 
flationary pressures will 
mean the funding freeze

Public trust 
in tailspin 


O Residents of HRM not showing much trust in government and public 
institutions, survey shows © Numbers are continually declining, too

We are cer¬ 
tainly living 
in cynical 
times. 

Only 17 
per cent of 
HRM resi¬ 
dents surveyed rate our 
trust of the provincial gov¬ 
ernment at eight or higher 
on a scale of one to 10. 

Our trust of the federal 
government is even lower 
on the same scale, sitting at 
11 per cent. The highest re¬ 
ported sense of trust is re¬ 
served for charities, 
churches and the health¬ 
care system at 31 per cent. 

But even these numbers 
show a dramatic decline in 
recent years. 

It is also noteworthy 
trust in churches among 
young urban dwellers is 
even lower at 19 per cent. 

The major factors driving 
the negativity and distrust 
of governments include the 
recent MIA expense scan¬ 
dal and what is perceived as 
a histoiy of broken promis¬ 
es from the past several gov¬ 
ernments. 

Yet, the recent changes 
to a new government here 
in Nova Scotia has held the 
line or improved folks’ level 
of trust among 50 per cent 
of residents. 

Another 15 per cent actu¬ 
ally reported that trust has 
increased. 

The federal government 
has not fared as well. Only

seven per cent say their 
trust in the federal govern¬ 
ment has increased over the 
past year. 

How is this decreasing 
trust playing out in the dai¬ 
ly lives of people in HRM? 

Well the most obvious in¬ 
dication is what might be 
described as “dropout.” 

Fewer people are voting. 
Fewer people are going to 
church. Charities are find¬ 
ing it more difficult to re¬ 
cruit volunteers and raise 
money. 

There is little magic in 
what people see as the solu¬ 
tion to this deteriorating sit¬ 
uation. 

It rests almost entirely in 
the sphere of leadership. 
People want more honesty, 
integrity and accountability 
from all levels of govern¬ 
ment and public institu¬ 
tions. 

As for political parties, 
only five per cent of our 
younger population report 
high levels of trust in them. 

Fixing this circumstance 
may be a necessaiy first 
step in restoring public 
trust in many of our public 
institutions.

Unlike the freeze on 
Libyan assets this month, 
there had been no United 
Nations sanctions levied 
on Tunisia after the upris¬ 
ing there.

tool,” Justice Minister Rob 
Nicholson said.

Thomas Jalcobsson of 
Naval Guards said 
Thursday that six of his 
guards were accompanying 
the Capricorn yacht on a 
separate motorboat. Six 
armed pirates were able to 
get aboard the Capricorn 
but the Dutch couple barri¬ 
caded themselves. 

Jalcobsson says his men 
had a brief exchange of fire 
with the pirates before re¬ 
taking the Capricorn with 
no casualties.

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Power eludes 
women at big 
firms: Study 


O Number of women in senior management rose by 
less than one percentage point over two years 


As the world marks the 
100th anniversaiy of Inter¬ 
national Women’s Day 
next week, a study sug¬ 
gests few Canadian 
women hold the reins of 
power at big companies. 

The 2010 Catalyst Cen¬ 
sus looked at women senior 
officers at the Financial Post 
500 companies. It found 
17.7 per cent of women 
were senior officers as of 
June 1, up only slightly 
from 16.9 per cent in 2008. 

“While there’s much to 
celebrate over the last 100 
years, what our research 
shows is that women con¬ 
tinue to be underrepresent¬ 
ed in leadership,” said 
Catalyst spokeswoman 
Deborah Gillis.

Canadians might be sur¬ 
prised that 142 companies 
listed, or 30 per cent, had 
no women in charge of a 
principle business unit, as 
board-elected officers or as 
policymakers, she said. 

Among these are Bom¬ 
bardier, AbitibiBowater, 


Apotex and Transat A.T. 
Inc. They declined com¬ 
ment because they had not 
seen the census. 

What was encouraging 
to Gillis was that the num¬ 
ber of public companies 
listed with 25 per cent or 
more women senior offi¬ 
cers rose 7.7 points in the 
past two years. 

At the Bank of Nova Sco¬ 
tia, nine of its 21 senior offi¬ 
cers were women: Almost 
43 per cent. Companies 
with the highest percent¬ 
age of women senior offi¬ 
cers were Coast Capital 
Savings at 77.8 per cent, fol¬ 
lowed by State Farm Group, 
Dundee Corp. and Lulule- 
mon Athletica.

Sheril Kirshenbaum, a re¬ 
searcher at the University 
of Texas at Austin, has 
compiled a motherlode of 
fragmented studies and 
observations from histori¬ 
ans and sociologists, brain 
experts and animal-watch¬ 
ers in a surprisingly slim 
and definitely curious new 
book, The Science of Kiss¬ 
ing: What Our Lips Are 
Telling Us. 

Her conclusion? Incon¬ 
clusive. The act of “oscula¬ 
tion” — in technical 
parlance — is ingrained in 
more than 90 per cent of 
cultures around the world. 
If they don’t place lips on 
lips — or lips elsewhere — 
they lick or nibble with 
the same goals in mind. 


If we could unravel its 
origins, Kirshenbaum sur¬ 
mises, we could unlock a 
trove of evolutionary and 
physiological mysteries 
that might cariy the kiss 
from merely interesting to 
incredibly valuable. 

Scientists can’t decide 
whether kissing is instinc¬ 
tual (newborns pucker for 
their first taste of moth¬ 
er’s milk), cultural 


(learned, that is, for joy or 
survival) or deeper still (in¬ 
grained in our veiy DNA) 
— or all of the above. 

The German language 
alone has 30 words for 
kissing, including one, 
“nachkussen,” which is a 
kiss to compensate for 
those that have not oc¬ 
curred, according to Kir¬ 
shenbaum.

Michelle Rodriguez is no

What was it about this film 
that made you want to do 
it? 

(Director) Jonathan 
(Liebesman)’s style. You 
read a script and you 


think, “OK, this is a doable 
script. It’s a cool alien in¬ 
vasion flick.” The other 50 
per cent of what’s going to 
yay or nay it for me is 
what the aliens look like 
and how you’re going to 
shoot it. Most of the time 
if you see an alien inva¬ 
sion film and it’s titled 
Battle: Los Angeles, you 
would just imagine the 
Flollywood sign being 
blown up. You imagine 
iconic, macrocosmic im¬ 
ages of explosions, and 
nothing personal or inti¬ 
mate. And what attracted 
me to the film is that I felt 
it was going to be about 
the story of these guys and 
trying to survive, and it 
would be intimate. 

Was it hard to find your 
place among all the guys? 

No, I’m kind of used to 
it now. The tomboy thing 
is pretty much my world. 
It was easy. We were play¬ 


ing video games in be¬ 
tween takes, chilling. I ac¬ 
tually got a little bit too 
close with the boys. Those 
protein shakes, you know, 
can make you talk without 
opening your mouth, let’s 
put it that way. Not cute. 

Is it true that Aaron Eckhart 
stayed in character for the 
whole shoot? 

Yeah, I didn’t meet him 
until a couple of weeks 
ago. I met Sgt. Nantz. I 
know he hated having my 
ass on set. You hear some¬ 
body cackling as soon as 
they say, “Cut.” I’m totally 
breaking the concentra¬ 
tion. I’m over here laugh¬ 
ing my ass off every five 
seconds. Yeah, I’m pretty 
annoying for tactical ac¬ 
tors. You know, guys who 
do that thing. 

Do you believe in aliens and 
UFOs? 

I’ve never seen one. I do 


believe in the possibility 
of them. Just because we 
can only perceive four per 
cent of existence, the oth¬ 
er 96 per cent is a mystery. 
I just have to be open to 
the idea, you know? I can’t 
close my mind to it. It just 
wouldn’t be logical to me. 
And if they did exist, I 


don’t believe they would 
be violent just because to 
travel light years away, 
you would have to em¬ 
body more light than be a 
solid, crystalized creature 
like humans are. I just 
can’t imagine them being 
violent in any way, shape 
or form. I find that to be 


more of a human trait be¬ 
cause we decay and we’re 
more close to life and 
death than I think light 
creatures would be. You 
know? I think if you were 
an inter-dimensional crea¬ 
ture, you would just have 
to be enlightened in some 
way.

The film piles on 
interminable action set 
pieces, one-note 
characters attempting hu¬ 
mour, and an endless 
stream of confused movie 
references that only 
serves to remind the audi¬ 
ence of better movies 
that they’d rather be 
watching. Much like a 
public school outcast des¬ 
perate for friends, the 


more Verbinski and his 
CGI animation wizards 
try to be liked, the more 
you’ll want to push them 
away and possibly steal 
their lunch money. 

The movie is a Western 
homage that sees Johnny 
Depp’s wacky lizard take 
over as the sheriff of a one- 
horse town populated by 
anthropomorphized desert 
scavengers who use water 
for currency. The

There is no question that, 
since the premiere of James 
Cameron’s Avatar, which 
grossed $2.7 billion US 
worldwide, 3-D technology 
has become a major part of 
Hollywood movies. And the 
surge in 3-D films has bol¬ 
stered the box office draw 
for all genres, from Clash of 
the Titans to Toy Stoiy 3 to 
even Justin Bieber’s docu- 
mentaiy and concert film, 
Never Say Never. 

With worries about de¬ 
clining theatre attendance 
on the rise as viewers enjoy 
more options at home, 3-D 
has created a ray of hope 
for distributors — at least 
until 3-D televisions be¬ 
come affordable. It also 
gives theatre owners the 
chance to make more mon¬ 
ey by charging more for 3- 
D: A single movie ticket for

a 3-D presentation in New 
York City can cost as much 
as $18. A regular ticket only 
costs $13. 

Cameron, like many, is 
sticking with the new tech¬ 
nology. “I’m going to make 
all my movies in 3-D, no 
matter what the subject 
matter,” he says. “We’ll see 


if other filmmakers rise to 
that challenge.” 

Other filmmakers cer¬ 
tainly appear to be, includ¬ 
ing veteran horror movie 


maestro Wes Craven. 

“Everything I’m reading 
about it is that this is not 
something from the ’50s 
that they’re just trying 


again for the hell of it,” 
Craven says. “I think we’re 
into a world where 3-D is 
emerging and it’s going to 
be here. I want to be the 


man that’s on the boat, not 
standing on the dock when 
the boat sails away.” 

Tim Burton, whose Alice 
in Wonderland has grossed 
more than $1 billion US 
worldwide, thanks in large 
part to 3-D ticket sales, is al¬ 
so on that boat. 

“It’s not a gimmick,” 
Burton says. “You could do 
‘My Dinner with Andre’ in 
3-D.” 

But not everyone is 
jumping on board the 3-D 
bandwagon. One notable 
holdout is director Gore 
Verbinski, who made a 
point of not using 3-D for 
his latest animated feature, 
Rango, starring Johnny 
Depp. 

“I don’t think there’s a 
dimension missing,” he 
says of the finished prod¬ 
uct. “I don’t watch it and 
go, ‘You know, it’s flat,’ or 
it’s missing anything. We 
talked about it early on and 
it just didn’t seem like we 
needed to go there.”

In the seventh season of 
Grey’s Anatomy, things 
have hardly been slowing 
down for Sara Ramirez’s 
character, Callie. 

But that’s good because 
slowing down wouldn’t 
make for good television. 

After breaking up and 
making up with her girl¬ 
friend, Arizona (Jessica 
Capshaw), Callie now finds 
herself pregnant thanks to 
a fling with Mark (Eric 
Dane) while Arizona was 
in Malawi. 

“These people have end¬ 
ed up in such a complex 
situation emotionally, 

mentally, physically,” 
Ramirez says. “For Callie, 
she’s having a child after 
wanting one for so long. 
“Some people are upset, 


and there’s a lesbian com¬ 
munity that is very much 
for ‘Team Calzona.’ 

“And, you know, there 
are people that, in terms of 
Arizona, just don’t under¬ 
stand why anybody would 
stick around when your 
ex-partner went off and 
got pregnant with some¬ 
body else’s child and now 
you’re going to parent that 
child. I mean, it’s just so 
rich.” 

The fans have certainly 
let their voices be heard on 
the matter, according to 
Ramirez. 

“I love the stoiyline, 
and I’m thrilled for what’s 
happened. It’s making a 
lot of people upset and ex¬ 
cited, but that’s good,” she 
says. “Of course, there’s, 
like, the Arizona team

with her. Callie was being 
horrible,’ blah, blah, blah.

America’s favourite sport is 
still in business — for an¬ 
other day. 

The NFL and the players’ 
union agreed Thursday to a 
24-hour extension of the 
current collective bargain¬ 
ing agreement so that nego¬ 
tiations can continue. 

Indianapolis Colts centre 
Jeff Saturday, a member of 


the NFL Players Associa¬ 
tion’s executive committee, 
told The Associated Press 
about the extension after 
the sides met for about 
eight hours before a federal 
mediator. The CBA was set 
to expire Friday, which 
would likely have prompt¬ 
ed the first work stoppage 
since 1987 for a league that 


rakes in $9 billion US a 
year. 

“We just know right now 
that we granted a 24-hour 
extension,” Saturday said as 
he left the session. 

Union executive director 
DeMaurice Smith emerged 
from the talks soon after. 

“For all our fans who dig 
our game, we appreciate 


your patience as we work 
through this,” he said. “We 
want to play football.”
